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Bangladesh storm toll in thousands 


DHAKA, Bongladcsh (AP).— A hurricane 
that swept out of the Bay of Bcngal kilted at 
least 1,460 people throughout Bangladesh, driv- 
ing a 10-(oQt wall of water that washed away one 
Island's population, authorities said Sunday. 

Many more people were feared dead. There 
were reports of thousands of people missing. 

Fifty thousand families were reported 
homeless in one area alone. 

Officials at the Cyclone Control Room at the 
chief martial law administrator's secretariat 
raised the confirmed death toll as a result of 
Saturday's storm to 1.4&4 with new reports of 
1,000 dead at Sudharam in southern Noakhall 
district.

Urirchar was swept into the Bay of Bengal by 


waves 10 to IS feel high, said officials at the con- 


trol room. 

The officials said some of the estimated lO.ooo 
islanders. on Urirchar were evacuated to the 
mainland before the hurricane hit, but at least 
500 were reported missing.. 

No contact could be established .with the 
[stand. 36 miles off thc coast from the town of 
Noakhali and near Sandwip island. But the of- 
ficials, who cannot be identified under martial 
law regulations, told The Associated Press a 
plane thot flew over the orca reported the island 
raked clean by waves. 

Four years ago people who lost their land to 
erosion from rivers began settling on the four- 
mile square Island. Many islanders lived on 
■small boats, 


A Dhaka Journalist who visited Urirchar two 
years ago told the AP the settlers probably Ig- 


nored the hurricane warning for fear of being 
displaced from their newly acquired land. 
There Is no hurricane shelter on Ihc Island. 

Only one family of four has been reported 
rescued by search teams sent in ihe area. 

At Sudharam, tidal waves driven hy winds of 
over too mplt washed Inland Saturday, killing al 
least 1,000 people. Officials said Sunday that .too 
bodies have been burled so far. 

The control room reported 181 dead In other 
areas of Noakhall, 217 on Sandwip island, 24 on 
Bhola island and 42 from Sonaguzl In the district 
of Fcni. all near the mouth of the Ganges River. 

Sultan Mahmood, the chief air force vice, 
marshairtold thC'AP’aftor touring the, area that 
a CO-mllc strip from Noakhall to the Islands of 
Pfrbakhsh and Char Clark .had been ravaged.

Itemizing deductions 
could be costly move

WASIHNGTON - President 
Reagan's lax-ovcrlioul proposal 
would cost thc’avcragc family that 
Itemizes deductions $927 if — as ex- 
pected - it calls for repealing the 
writeoff for state and local taxes, a 
new study said Sunday 

The tax Increase would vary accor- 
ding to the size of taxes imposed by 
stales, cities and counties; and would 
- range from $1,640 in New York to $322 
In Wyoming, according to the study 
by the Congressional Research Ser- 
vice. 

The study, done at the request of the 
Joint Economic Committee, was 
released as Reagan prepared to spell 
out Tuesday night his tax-overhaul 

(or eliminating the deduction (or state 
— and locaUaxcs. *: . 

According to the Congressional 
Research Service, an Idaho family 
that itemized its deductions would 
have to nav an additional $698 In fed- 


eral taxes In 1967 If the deduction 
were repealed. 

The higher lax burden from repeal- 
ing that deduction, however, docs not 
lake Into account Reagan's desire to 
reduce lax rales for most Americans. 
In many cases, those cuts would off-/ 
set any lax Increase caused by loss of 
the deduction. 

The ircasury Department ad- 
vocates repeal of the deduction on the 
ground il-ls an unfair subsidy to resi- 
dents of slates with high taxes. City 
officials predict repeal would reduce 
slate and local revenues by $12 billion 
avear. 

The congressional study concluded 
that the combined effect of disallow- 
ing the deduction and reducing feder- 
al tax rales “provide an Incentive (or 
state-local taxpayers to lower their 
slate-local lax payments." 

_ That conclusion. Is based. on. .the 
assumption that people who Itemize 
their deductions (or federal lax pur- 
poses control the political process In 
slate and local government.

That rcglmcnt-had begun its military service on 
a high note, escorting Jefferson Davis through the 
streets of Montgomery a year earlier to take the 
oath as president of the Confederacy. 

That spring, however, they were among a 
tralnload of I.ISG Southern soldiers captured at 
Island No. 10 in (he Mississippi River near'New 
-Madrid, Mo. - 

By the middle of May. 79 Confederates had died. 
Survivors began throwing rocks and ihrealtnlng 
the guards. By the end of May. 114 prisoners had 
died and the camp was near open revolt, 


Hy July, however, the prisoners were Iransfered 
to Camp Dougl.ns In Chleago and the graves In 
Forest Hill Cemetery were all but forgotten 

It was then that Alice Whiling Waterman, a 45- 
year-old widow from Baton Rouge. La., came to 
Madison In 1866 ami devoted much of her time to 
tending and Improvlngthe gravesite. _ _ 

Mrs, Waterman replaced the rotting wooden 
. markers with' stone and placed (lowers on (he 
graves every Memorial Day until her death In 1897 
at age 76, 

At her request, Mrs, Waterman was hurled in 
Confederate Rest "with her hoys."

Congress’ position 
right on Nicaragua 

President Reagan has begun pounding desks to ex- 
press his frustration over Congress’ refusal to vote 
money for anti-government rebels in Nicaragua. If he 
is so determined to press on with that ill-conceived and 
unrealistic policy. Congress must say no just as 
adamantly. 

The desk-pounding incident was reported by 
Republican leaders in Congress after a meeting with 
the president at which Reagan said that he was angry 
about having his foreign policy stifled by a ‘‘committee 
of 535,” 

Reagan's request for SH million in covert aid for the - 
contras was narrowly defeated last month, and since 
then administration officials have been scrambling to 
find other ways to get it approved. 

Reagan is frustrated about Nicaragua not because 
Congress refuses to vote a comparatively small 
amount of money for rebels 4vho have no chance of 
winning. The president is angry because he cannot do 
what he really wants to — overthrow Nicaragua’s rev- 
olutionary government. 

But while the Marxist drift of the Nicaraguan revolu- 
tion is unfortunate, it is no cause for undue alarm. 
Nicaragua is. after all. a small, poor and war-ravaged 
_counJ^ry of only 3 mjllion peop le. While the Sandinlstas 
arcunplcasariffo dearwilKthey pose no threat Vo triis’" 
nation’s security. By dealing with them patiently now, 
the United States can help calm their an- 
ti-Americanism and perhaps even overcome It once 
their revolutionary ardor fades. 

Reagan’s problem with Nicaragua is that ho has con- 
...fuscd..his. overheated .rhetoric about the Sandinlstas 
with reality. He Insists that they arc a dire threat when 
hardly anyone else in this country, and among our 
allies in Latin America! believes that. 

Left with no way to gel at the Sandinlstas directly, 
Reagan is reduced to attacking them verbally and 
making symbolic gestures that look dramatic but have 
little effect, like the recent trade embargo. As this pro- 
cess is prolonged, it becomes increasingly clear that 
Reagan has no real policy toward Nicaragua, at least 
not in the sense that the word implies some cohesive 
strategy.

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EASTLAND, Texas ;(AP) - The 
wreckage of a freight train derail- 
ment that triggered an explosion and 
fireball In this west Texas town con- 
tinued smoldering Sunday as railroad 
workers and hazardous chemical 
specialists made slow progress clean- 
ingit up.' 

A tank car containing liquid pro- 
pylene exploded Friday after a truck 
hit the tram at a crossing. More than 
1,000 people were evacuated. 

The car was still afire Sunday and 
the remaining wreckage smoldered 
but the blaze had been contained, 
Union Pacific System railroad of- 
ficials said. 

Most of the evacuees returned 
home Saturday as officials reduced 
the mlle-radlus cvacautlon area -to 
eight blocks, leaving about lOO people 
who could not return home, said 
Eastland Police Chief Lyndall 
Underwood. 

The remaining danger Is “quite 
low.” Union Pacific System general 
manager A.W, Rees of Dallas said, 
but the evacuation will remain In ef- 
fect as cleanup efforts continued 

Officials will let the lank car burn 
itself out, said Union Pacific public 
relations director Tom Hogan. 

Eastland Mayor Charles Marshall 
asked Gov. Mark While to declare 
Eastland a disaster area. Marshall 
—declared. a disaster about 5 p.m. Fri- 
day. - • 

"U appears, at this lime, damage 
will run Into millions of dollars, not 
counting business losses for several 
days and evacuation of population 
from their homes," Marshall said In a 
statement sent to While late Satur- 
day.

The Dublin wreck was the third In 
two days In Texas. Part of a 
Missourl-Kansas-Texas InRn left the 
track at Argylc on Friday aflqf^ion, 
hours after the Eastland crash about 
S3 miles lo Ihc southwest. 

The Eastland derailment occurred 
after an emptyjivalcr_lruck driven by_ 
-Gaylon Nelms. -12, find owned by B.C. 
Construction Co. Slammed Into the 
second of four engines of the 99-car 
Union Pacific train. 

The locomotive's diesel fuel lank 
ignited while 25 cars piled on top of 
one another, puncturing the pro- 
pylene lank car. When the gas hit the 
flames from the locomotive, the ex- 
plosion rocked the city and shot a SOO- 
fool fireball Into the air. 

Several of the 25 derailed cars con- 
tained hydrochloric acid, 
hydrofluoric acid and sulfuric acid. 

Thirteen people Injured In the blast 
were taken to Eastland Memorial 
Hospital, where six were hospitalized 
and sc.ven.were released. after, being 
treated for burns. Others Injured 
were treated at the scene, but 
authorities had nonumbers. 

Nelms, who was pulled from the 
demolished cab, remained in critical 
condition at Hendrick Medical Center 
In Abilene with Internal Injuries and 
first- and second-degree burns on 25 
percentofhisbody.

Pope tells cardinals to work for unity 


VATICAN CITY (AP) - Pope John Paul II 
gave a simple gold ring on Sunday to each of 28 
new c.'irdinats. telling them as they knell before 
him on the steps of St. Peter’s to return to their 
far-flung nations ond work for the unity of the 
Roman Catholic church. 

Americans .-imong the crowd of obout 15.000 In 
St. Pctcr'-s Stiu.irc cLanned loudly when Cardinal 
Hcrnard Law of Boston climbed the b.asllic.'i 
steps to receive his ring — a symbol of the office 
for the church’s new princes. 

There was more resounding applause as the 
pope slipped the ring onto the right hand of New 
York’s Cardinal John J. O'Connor. . who was 
waiting behind Law. 

The two men kept the order they* had for 
Saturday’s Installation to the off Ice of cardinal in 
a pomp-tilled ceremony o n the same ste ps. ^ 


Sunday's ring-giving took place during a Mass 
celebrated by (he pope on a flower-bcdcckcd 
alt.'ir under a gold-fringed canopy and cloudy 
skies. 

John Paul noted that Sunday was also the 
Feast of the Pcnteco.st. when Roman Catholics 
believe Jesus's apostles suddenly found they had 
the gift to snenk new lanuuage.s, 

Referring to the IS countries represented by 
the new cardinals, the pope said In his homily; 
"Today . . . resound In a particular way some of 
these tongues spoken by the church of today:

Specialists can treat infants 
to prevent permanent harm

TWIN FALLS - Johnny Is a I- 
ycar-old baby with all the energy 
and curiosity of a normal child. But 
(or no apparent reason, he seems 
cranky and unresponsive and has on 
abnormally short attention span. 

What his parents may not know. 
llkc*many other parents with young 
children, Is that Johnny could be suf- 
fering from fluid bulld-up in his Inner 
car. • 

If left untreated. It can result In 
severe speech, language and educo- 
llonal deficiencies later In life. 

With proper diagnosis and treat- 
ment 'by trained professionals, 
however, Johnny's middle car 
disease and that of most other 
children can be cleared up before 
serious problems result. 

About 4,600 young children In 
Idaho this year will suffer from mld- 
■'"dlc'cardlscasc,- and-wllhoul proper- 
treatment many of them will develop 
severe speech, language and educa- 
tional deficiencies as a result, says 
speech pathologist Mary Mongoven. 

A malfunctioning custachlan tube, 
— the'tuhc‘whlch~providcs'vcniiiaUon‘ 
for the Inner car. Is usually the 
culprit In middlc'car disease, says 
Twin Foils oudlologlst Jay"Lloyd. 
Improper vcntllatlon/frrUalcs the 
mucous memhrani^-ln the car ond 
causes it to secrete fluid. 

O nce fluid bmlds up. sound Is not 
conducted /properly through the 
mlddlp«arand the child's hearing Is 
Impaired. 

"It’s like the child Is hearing 


underwater, meaning that he missed* 
many sounds, ‘especially the high- 
frequency, hard-to-hcar onesiike the 
's’ sound," says Mongoven, 

If the child suffers from this mid- 
dle car disease In the critical team- 
ing years to age 3. he may have 
serious developmental problems 
later, says Mongoven, because it 
rctardshls language development. 

"Children who have been victims 
of middle car disease In the critical 
period between zero and 3 often foil' 
grades, have problems articulating, 
and have severe phonological 
disorders, in wrilclffhcy stmply'don't 
know which sounds arc used to make 
different words." says Mongoven, 

Besides speech difficulties, 
children who suffer several bouts of 
middle car disease as babies often 
also hove severe learning 
disabilities. 

Between ages 3 and 8, they find 
themselves one year behind their 
regular, classmates,. bctwccn.agcs_8_ 
and.ll three years behind, and a full 
five years behind above age 12. says 
Mongoven. "As they get older, they 
Just keep getting farther and farther 
behind.” _ 

' Allhougfilhc fliildb'ulfd-up usiiSlIy ' 
clears by age 3. It has already done 
its domage. In addition to causing 
the temporary hearing impairment 
In the critical years, the bulld-up Is 
often accompanied by an infection, 
says Lloyd, which may leave scars 
and other permanent dama g e In t he 
inner car. 

With early diagnosis, however, the 
bulld-up and resulting problems can

DEAR READER: About half of the 
people over 40 have a hiatal hernia. 
The normal hole In the diaphragm 
' enlarges enough (o allow a portion of 
the stomach lo slide through It and In- 
to the chest. 

That Is why it 18 sometimes called a 
..sliding he rnia. Most people with this 
finding do not have symptoms, TjuT 
some do. ’ 

The kind of symptoms- depends 
upon how big the hole is, and how 
much of the stomach slides through 
the diaphragm Into the chest. A large 
hole can allow so much of Ihc stomach 
lo ruplurc Into Ihe chcsl that it com- 
. presses the heart or lungs and can 
cause breathlessness. This Is rare and 
iiomc of these cases do need to be cor- 
rected surgically. 

In other cases the hernia Is 
associated with a backqard leakage 
. Into the lower esophagus. When the 
acid stomach contents come In con- 
tact with the lining of the lower 
esophagus (food tube) It literally 
digests the area and may cause an 
ulcer. The acid Irritation of this area 
causes the heartburn. Antacids and 
other measures to control stomach 
acidity arc used.lD prevent this. 

Yes. most people with mild symp- 
toms can manage their hiatal hernia 
and do not require surgery. I am sen- 
ding you The Health Letter. Special 
Report IB, Hiatal Hernia and Heart- 
burn, to provide the details.

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Veterans reunited after 15 years lessen each others’ pain

It was Dec. 16. and, earlier that day. In 
Boise, Scheffer hod run Into an old pal, They 
had not seen each other for 15 years. 

“1 remember when we got back to the 
•Veterans Horde. I wished' we could Just sit 
down and watch TV. We didn't want to part.” 
said Scheffer. 38.

I met a man today 

A man who walked every mile In my shoes 

A man who walked and talked 

And tclt the agony, pain and despair. 

The words were for David Hush. Scheffer 
and Bush fought together In Vietnam. They 


last saw each' other In 1969, In the war's 
■d^lHtarlzed zone ot Khe Sanh, on the border 
W North and South Vietnam. 

They met again - by accident — In Boise In 
December. That simple twist of fate now may 
bo helping them to turn the corner away from 
their nightmares of the war. 

■‘When you go and live through something 
nice that, -It's hard to-toll If It was roal-oi' not. 
not until you sec someone that was there (with 
you),'' satd Bush, 36. 

But what Bush went through In Vlelnath 

wa's roat — a fact he realized for the first time 
In December. He was then In a group counsel- 
ing session at Boise's Vietnam Veterans 
Outreaoh Center listening to another veteran 
recall a story he had been told about a soldier 
left behind to die In the Jungle In Vietnam In 
1968. 

"As I was listening to him tell the story, I 
remembered being there when It happened," 


Bush said. Bush found out who told that vet 
the story. It was Joe Scheffer. 

"I called the Vet Center and asked for Joe, 
and I told him: ‘My name Is Dave Bush. You 
might not remember me but I'm going to 
mention something to you that you will 
remember — Tiny Bubbles.'" 

Scheffer did remember. While he was In the 
2nd Battalion,' Third Division; U.S. Marine 
Corps, a soldier sang Tiny Bubbles in the 
middle of the Jungle - at the gunnery 
sergeant's order. The singing soldier was 
Bush. 

“I felt uneasy, "Scheffer sold of Bush’s first 
call. "Here was someone who was still alive 
who had been with me. I got all choked up and 
wanted to cry." 

That same overcast day. Dec. 16, they met 
again, recognizing each other across the 
street from the Vet Center. Bush said then: 
"Well. Joe. now I can tell the rest of the story. 


now that 1 know that I’vt: seen you." 

Yet the meeting made Scheffer want to tell 
the stories. That night he wrotfa poem, titled 
. "I Met a Man Today." about the reunion with 
Bush. He has not stopped writing since. 

"Now 'When I have my nightmares, while 1 
used to cry, I'll get a pen and write up parts of 
the dream,’’ Scheffer said. 

• “I did not know that'Joe wrotc;" Bush sald. 
"I was glad to have someone who endured the 
same pain, knew the same locations, the same 
people, r showed the poem to everyone that 
saw mo. At the time 1 was feeling isolated. Joe 
helped bring me out of that. It's helped me 
come back to life again." 

Scheffer tacked the reunion poem on a Vet 
Center bulletin board and heard more stories. 
"I heard a couple of vets read this, and (they) 
beganlocry,"hcsald. 

Gary Keith, a counselor at the center. Is not 
surprised at these reactions. “Anytime the 


vets put up their work (for display), It's great 
therapy for them." 

Both Scheffer and Bush admitted they 
needed therapy. Both have suffered from 
post-traumatic delayed stress syndrome since 
coming home from the war. 

Although they declined to speak about 
specific Incidents, Bush said that In the field, 
both had rebelled against the war because 
they felt they no longer could kill innocent 
people. Bush Sbld both had cjirrlcd survival 
guilt from taking their stand, and with it came 
depression and alienation. 

Scheffer said he has Jumped aimlessly from 
job to Job since his 1969 discharge, with 
flashbacks dogging him. Bush said he came 
back from the war to a marriage, and, later, 
work as a respiratory therapist, but by 1980 
began to have problems. Bush said he now Is 
working to treat his drug and alcohol addic- 
tion before treating the stress syndrome.
